accepted by the committee of tho low­ 
er house 
with practical 
unanimity. 
The commissioners have now locked 
horns over the mode of expropriation 
and tho method of disposal of private 
estates and the end Is not yet In sight. 
The determination 
to expropriate 
church lands, which, in distinction to 
»he great estate owned by thit* monas­ 
teries, are scattered like the lands of 
ttie common 
schools in 
America in 
small 
tracts and 
support the 
local 
clergy, will cause commotions. 
Such 
action xviii drive 
the parish 
priests 
from part of their scanty emoluments 
and necessitate 
an equivalent 
from 
some other source. 
A correspondent of the Associated 
Press has just completed a tour of the 
provinces of Samara and Saratov. Ii** 
reports 
that 
the drought is 
finally 
broKen, hut that the rains have come 
too late to save tho crops 
The peas­ 
ants are in a pitiable condition. 
Th. lr cattle have either been sold 
cir are starving in the fields. The gov­ 
ernment relief 
granaries 
were com­ 
plot* ly 
emptied 
during 
last 
year’s 
famine. 
The present agrarian disor­ 
ders, which can be expected to grow 
worse, are due rather to efforts of the 
peasants to secure food. 
The disor­ 
ders have reached tho highest pitch 
in the p r o v i n c e 
of Voronezh, where 
the troops and Cossacks, although in 
considerable 
force, 
are 
practically 
helpless and on the defensive. 
Many 
peasants have been killed or wounded 
n desperate attacks 
on the military 
patrols and the rural guards. 


Peasants Attack Police. 


According to a telegram from Tam 
boy, peasants on the estates of Prin­ 
cess Baralatlnsky attacked a commis­ 
sary and a posse of rural police.

Tremendous yard developments are 
planned for Minneapolis by two big

and the Boo line, to keep pace with the 
growth of the city and the western ter­ 
ritory which is tributary to it.

of acres of land and the immediate 
utilization of the land in facilitating the 
handling of trallic. 
In tho caso of the Northern Pacific it 
means the erection of a roundhouse and 
the establishment of eastern terminals 
for all freight trains, where the traffic 
will bo made up for transportation west 
over tho system and will be broken up 
for distribution locally and eastward. 
The land involved is all on the East 
Bide. Tho Northern Pacific is nego­ 
tiating for acreage in both Southeast 
and Northeast Minneapolis, and the Boo 
line for acres in Northeast Minneapolis.

This tract comprises 
space for tracks enough to accommo­ 
date 2,000 cars, and will be usod for 
grain inspection. 
In connection with these purchases it 
is announced that tho Northern Pacific 
has bought 208 of the heaviest mogul 
engines that have ever been sent west, 
and that bridges in the vicinity of Min­ 
neapolis are being strengthened to carry 
them, and that much double track work 
is being done.—Minneapolis Journal.
